Harvey Fisk & Sons of New York, 
bankers and dealers in Government 
bonds, have issued the following cir- 
cular which tells its own tale: 

The last statement issued by James 
W. Hyatt, Treasurer of the United 
States, under date of July 31, 1888, 
gives the “‘surplus’’ then in his hands 
as Treasurer, including the fractional 
silver coin, a8 $132,517,751.55. In 
addition to this amount, by the same 
statement, he held: 69,064, 850.53 to

WHAT WASHOE NEEDS.

“AUTILATED EARS. 


* 


Cruel Punishmesnts of the Olden Time. 


Avy mutilation of the ear which in- 
volves the loss ofa portion or all of it 
bas always been a mark of disgrace. In 
one of the statutes of Edward VI, the 
penalty affixed for its violation is the 
“loss of an ear and perpetual infamy.”’ 
In those days the celluloid ear bad not 
been invented and the loss of one of these 
members was a pablic badge of shame for 
life. — 2 

Following the retributive law of Moses, 
probably the punishment originated in 
the ecclesiastical.courts. It is first men- 
tioned in the trials of offenses against the 
church and some of the earless clericals 
were noted men. The sentence to the 
pillory frequently had theadditional pun- 
ishment of the loss of one or both ears 
added. — 

Daniel Fooe, or Foe, later in life known 
as Daniel Defoe, wrote a pamphlet called 
“The Shortest Way with the Dissenters,“ 
and lost his ears. Pope, in his **Duanciad,”’ 
speaks of the author of Robinson Cru- 
sue’: ‘‘Earless on high stood unabashed 
Defoe.“ 

He was placed inthe pillory three times. 
That instrument being on a raised piat- 
form explains the line. 

Dr. Bastwick, who published more 
pamphlets then pills, concluded one of 
his essays with: From plague, pesti- 
lence and famine, from bishops, priests 
and deacons, good Lord deliver us. This 
was so serious an affront that the doctor 
was sentenced to the pillory and to lose 
both his ears. 

The execution of his sentence was a 
sort of public fete. His friends gathered 
before the pillory and shouted words of 
encouragement. His wife climbed upon 
the pillory and kissed him. When his 
ears were cut off she put them in a clean 
handkerchief" and carried them home. 

The celebrated Prynne suffered a simi- 
lar punishment. 

The names of lesser criminals have 
escaped the permanent records but 
Blackstone mentions a number of early 
English Parliamentary enactments mak- 
ing the loss of an ear a penalty in law. 

Fighting in a church or churchyard, by 
acts passed during the fifth and sixth 
yearsofthe reign of Edward VI, meant 
the loss of both ears. If the prisoner had 
no ears—which implies that there were 
habitual criminals 350 years ago—he was 
to be branded with the letter F ia the 
cheek. 

In the second and third years of the 
same monarch combination among victu- 
alersand artificers to raise the price of 
provisions or the rate of labor, for the 
third offense were puvished by the pillory 
and the loss ofanear. The statute not 
only extended to the combinations to 
raise wages but to regulate the quantity 
of work or to lessen the hours of labor. 

In later years the loss of an ear or part 
of one has also been regarded as implying 
disgrace. One of the favorite ways of 
mu an enemy in a rough and 
tumble fight is to bite off his ear. In dis- 
reputable brawls and in low resorts brute 
instinct makes ear mutilation a fit re- 
venge for almost any wrong. 

Jack Slade, a notorious desperado, in a 
At of rage is said to have cut off the ears 
of a man he had murdered, He kept 
them in his pocket and boastfully exhibi-
